And what can throw greater 
discredit on the parole system 
than its misuse, not by the per¬ 
sons paroled, but by the men en¬ 
trusted with administering it 
properly ? 

It is little wonder that the pa¬ 
role granted Gilbert H. Beesmyer 
struck Californians like a bolt 
from the blue and forced the 
Prison Board to rescind its action. 
Here was a man who had em¬ 
bezzled eight million dollars of 
building and loan savings, de¬ 
stroyed the hard-earned savings 
of thou.sands of small investors, 
and been sentenced to 40 years’ 
imprisonment. After serving bare¬ 
ly one-fifth that term his free¬ 
dom is proposed. 

Eight years for eight million 
dollars seems, indeed, like a very 
easy way of earning money. And 
the country’s courts, as well as 
parole system, will lose the re¬ 
spect they are entitled to if the 
sentences they impose can be set 
aside with such seemingly little 
justification. 

Can the average man be blamed 
if he says, in disgust, "Let’s 
abolish the parole system?” Yet 
it will be the infrequent, but 
conspicuous, abuses of the parole 
system, that leat^ him to that 
conclusion. Less than 7 per cent 
of all men released by the United 
States Parole Board in 1937 were 
returned as parole violators. We 
don’t hear about the other 93 
per cent who are making good. 

Decisions of the “eight years 
for eight million dollars” type do 
much to place a humane and in¬ 
telligent parole system in jeop¬ 
ardy. 


With attention focused on the 
Army’s big air armaments pro¬ 
gram, we have overlooked the 
fact that civilian aviation is 
growing by leaps and bounds. The 
Civil Aeronautics Authority esti¬ 
mates that within two years no 
ness than 70,000 pilots will be 
the proud holders of flying certifi¬ 
cates. There’s no mistaking that, 
as a nation, we’re going up.
